Heart I>i*ea*e Mav Slow 


Disrharg e of Body Fluid* 


By DR. EDWIN F. J ORDAN. M. D 
Mrs. L., who savg she is over 70 years oid. 
w rites that she has a leakag e of the heart, and 
the main trouble she has from it is that she re ­ 
tains w ater in her ‘‘stomach." She req uests dis­ 
cusió n of this subject. 
First, 1 should like ♦<> s> that the w ater, or 
rather tissue fluids which are retained are almo.s* 
certainly not in the stomach, but rather in the 
abdom inal cavity, anu one would expect that 
she would also be likely to have some fluid 
in 
her ankles and possibly other portions of the body. 
The retention of body fluids and its accum ula­ 
tion in 'he tissues is called dropsy, or edema 
In addition to the abdominal cavity, the feet, the 
lower part of the back, and under the eyes are 
p artic nla r’y likely to be \vater-iog g ed in this 
m anner. 
The presence of edema fluid is not a disease 
ill itself. Dropsical fluid can accum ulate and 
can be kept in the tissues for any one of a num ­ 
ber of different rea.son.-. 
One of the most common causes of ederna is 
heart disea.^e. When the heart is unable to do 
its full job of keeping the circulation g oing in a 
nornial m anner, slowing of the blood flow occurs. 
If this slow ing is too g reat the blood is not pum p­ 
ed throug h the kidneys fast enoug h and. th e re ­ 
fore. some of the fluid which should be elim i­ 
nated from the body throug h the urine i.« re ­ 
tained. 
There are other conditions which may produce 
dropsical accum ulation of fluid but probably 
the most common are the two mentioned. In all 
cases, when dropsy develops, it is im portant to 
find out what is causing it aiui to remove or 
rem edy the cause w henever pus-ible. If thi.- 
cannot be done, special measures, inciuding diet 
or medicine.-, which alter the eliemical substan­ 
ces in the blood, may be tried to stim ulate t.he 
elimination of the fluids. 
Diuretics Ma.v Help 
In some cases of diopsy it i.«: possible to g ive 
drug s which are called diuretics. Diuretics have 
the ability, at least tem porarily, to increase the 
secretion of fluid throug h the kidneys and its 
passag e into the urine. 
Sometime.- excessive fluid can be taken off by 
puncturing the place w-here it has accum ulated 
and allowing it to drain out. If fluid has collected 
inside the abdom inal cavity it may be removed 
from time to tim e throug h a needle.

Alaskan Piilpwood 


W A SHINGTON—The American pulpwcod in­ 
dustry is seriously alarm ed by threats from J a p - 
ane.se interests to establish lum ber and pulp mills 
in Alaska to supply Japan's big rayon industry, 
larg est in Asia. 
The U.S. Forest Service, which con'rol? Alas­ 
kan tim ber, does not do busines.s with foreig n 
companies. So an Am erican corportion. 
8 0 per 
cent owmed and controlled by the Japanese, has 
been form ed in this country to bid for Alaskan 
contracts and licenes. Called the Alaska Pulp 
and L um ber Co., the concern has been put to­ 
g ether by 20 Japanese firms. Two are in the 
lum ber business, the others in rayon and wood 
pulp products. 
Jap a n is rea lly up ag ainst a toug h problem in 
finding 
an adequate pulpwood supply . It can 
no long er g et log s from Manchuria or Sakhalin 
Island. J apan’s own island tim ber reserves w ere 
overcut during 
the war. Unless the Japanese are 
perm itted to trade w ith Rus.sia or Red China, 
their only other source is America. 
But the U.S. lum ber and wood pulp industries 
have long considered Alaskan tim ber reserves 
as iheir own private back yard. They aren’t p a r­ 
t i c ul a r l y 
inteiested In developing .Alaska tim ber 
now . l.aiior Hud transportation costs are too hig h. 
But when U. S. tim ber te.serves are further re ­ 
duced. the American companies have been count­ 
ing on starting ftperations it' .Alaska. .And they 
don't wan: Japane.s'* competition. 
Merrill Uoid, deputy director of ti^e f » re.sl 
products division of U. S, D epartm ent of Com ­ 
merce, says .some U. S. pulpwood men doubt if 
the Japanese will ever build a mill in .Alaska 
throug h their American subsidiary.
